W(U'ds: -"It avails not to blaino tho 
clergy ; thoy aie what tho laity and 
powerful law have luado them. Every 
man moderately well informed is aware 
that the Kngl'sh Roforination wa.i in- 
terupted by tho accession of (^uoon 
Mfiry to tho llivono, and stnpped by 
the crooked policy of Mlizuboth ; even 
tiieii, but for lioyal violence, it would 
have gone much further. But tho 
criticism of anticiuity was ia its infan- 
cy even witli ililton and Locke. After 
Vico and Boiitloy, iMclihorn and ilich- 
nelis, a great advance took place. 
Willi the cultivation of astronomy and ' 
physioloL;y, now worlds of thought , 
have been opened and all research has | 
become more accurate. Tast erudition 
has accumulated.^ New and larger 
reform'^, if roliL;ion would have follow- i 
eil within tho .\ngli(.-;ui Cliuroh had it 
not been artificially h.iiubu'oel l.iy the 
Itiity, who upheld by law for 
the clergy a stereotype creed I 
from which they held themselves 
free. The clergy are entrapped into I 
their position in early youth, and then 
subjected to the sovorest penalty — 
that of losing tlioir whole life's pro- 
spect, iur winch tliey havo .'^ncrlt'iced 
all worldly ambition — if iu their full 
manhood thepr d^&te tq IjecQu^e w)sor 
than the comparatively ill-taught re- 
formers of th.ree and a half centuries 
ago. if the educated laity had dealt 
fairly with the idorgy a hundred years 
back, and relaxed tho HubHcri[)tions, a 
general change of opinion woidd iiavo 
grown up, with an ever increasing na- 
tional cohesion, without convulsions 
and with a minimum of unsooinly 
strife. By locking up tho church in 
an iron shell, tho laity who rule l^ar- 
liamenl have preparod for us an ill- 
oniiMi' il disruption. Moreover, they 
havo brouglitback Uoinanism into their 
own faaiilies, by k"i'piii.; fast in tho 
liturgies and rubrics the <;erins init of 
whioh Uoinanism has ut all times 
grown. They have tlegradod the 
clergy (for who can oare for the opin- 
ion of enslaved minds) and have most 
gravely damaged us morally, filling 
tho laini with hypocrisy and cowar- 
dice, and po.slponing iliu era of I'l.di 
gious siability. Ami now, as our re- 
ward, a weak old priest, who calU 
himself iofallible, is become a terror 
to our Blateamen," — "Toronto Na- 
tion."
